WASHINGTON IP - Civil Defense 
planners believe

Russia 
launched an atomic attack on the

“ substantially’’ wipe out 92 prin 
cipal cities. 
The Civil

tion, in it 
“ planned assumptions** 
for the year, also said any atomic 
attack

biological, chemical and psycholog­ 
ical w arfare 
The Civil Defense agency indi 
ca ted it does not believe Russia 
now ha 
a large stockpile of h y d ro ­ 
gen 
bombs

bombs soon will “ be available to 
them in grea te r numbers ” 
It said Russia can make and de 
liver hydrogen bombs with explo 
give power equal to “ millions of 
tons” of TNT 
On the* brighter side, 
it said chances of this country be­ 
ing caught completely by surprise 
by a Red air attack are “ constant 
Jy diminishing.” 
T h e 
“ planning 
assumpti ons,” 
which are designed to aid state and 
local officials in drafting Civil De 
fease plans, arc* based on R ussia’s 
“ officially known or estim ated ca 
pabilities for attack on the United 
States ’’ Much of the* information 
obviously comes from intelligence 
sources 
The agency underscored that its 
"a ssu mptio ns do not predict” the 
Soviet Union will attack the United 
States with atomic and hydrogen 
bombs 
It said the blueprint m ere 
ly outlined Russian "ca pabilities” 
if such an attack were launched 
CHA estim ated that Russia has 
the ability to "s trike any target 
within tilt* United States” with long 
range bombers, 
It warned, how 
ever, that atomic* weapons “ might 
be delivered by other means than 
aircraft, such 
as su bm arines or 
smuggled into tin* country ” 
lf Russia should decide to strike 


directly at the United States, the 
agency .said “ it is assumed that the 
initial attack would be the nature 
of an attempted knockout blow' 
aimed at th** centers of industry, 
population and government. 
It is assumed, ODA said. that tin 
initial air attack “ would include 
sufficient nuclear weapons to hit 
all of our 70 critical target are a- 
and that a large proportion of all 
weapons carried would be deliver 
cd or. the targets ” 
There are 92 principal cities in 
the 70 “ critical target a r e a s ” list 
cd in 1953, and ( DA assumed that 
each of tho cities “ could be* struck 
by at least one bomb of appropriate 
size " 
Pointing to the vast destructive 
powers of new atom and hydrogen 
bombs, the agency estimated that 
“ any city attacked, with very few 
exceptions, would be substantially 
'd estro y ed .” 
By “ substantially de­ 
stroyed,” it said it meant that from 
one half to all of a city would be 
covered by the a re a s of complete, 
heavy and mod erate destruction.
